Following a lengthy hearing before 


the mayor this morning, the cases of 
Ear! Arrington and W. B. ("Jumbo") 
Clark, who were arraigned on charges 
of car breaking and larceny, were 
sent to tho grand jury. The two men 
were arrested last Sunday night late 
by Officer J. W. Pugh, who claims 
that he caught them in the act of rob- 
bing a. box car on the yards at the

I resulted in the cases being sent on for 
I grand jury investigation. 
The officer 


contends that the men had carried 
away a lot of goods, and that he 
caught them when they returned for 
more. 
On the contrary, the accused 


say that they were merely looking for 
a. friend who had become intoxicated 
and wandered off. They said they 
saw the box car open and Clark told 
Arrington to jump into the car and 
see if I he man they sought was in 
there. It was then that Pugh nabbed 
them- 


Officer Pugh testified that he was 


making his round when he heard a 
noise in one of the cars. He approach- 
ed just in time to see three men. two 
of whom he says, he recognized as 
Arrington and Clark, leave with a 
quantity of cigarettes and a bundle of 
shirts. 
Pugh says he did not follow 


or attempt to catch them, but crawled 
into the car to await their return. He 
says that he sat there for about an 
hour, and finally Arrington and Clark 
came back. He claims he heard one 
one of them say "Everything's pret- 
ty?" and that Arrington climbed into 
the car while Clark waited on the out- 
side. Arrington was in a stooped po- 
sition looking around when 
Pugh 


flashed his light on him and placed 
him under arrest. The officer beck- 
oned to Clark -who was on the side- 
walk, and the latter came to him, 
making no effort to break away. Pugh 
says Clark told him that he was re- 
sponsible for Arrington going into the 
car, as they were looking for a drunk 
friend who had disappeared, and that 
he told the younger boy to take a 
look in the car, thinking probably 
that he had crawled in there to go to 
sleep. The witness said that h(e was 
positive in his identification of Ar- 
rington and Clark being the same two 
men he saw go away about an hour 
before with the goods. 
The accused men were tried jointly 


and both denied being the parties who 
Pugh referred to as leaving the first 
time. 
They said. that this morning 
was the first'time-they had seen, any 
of the goods in question. Both told 
the same story, that they were at the 
roundhouse talking with a crowd of 
friends, that Ernest Thackston was in- 
toxicated and disappeared and that
